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In that the pꝛeachers of Gods wozde 


are ſo neglected, and ſo little pꝛouided 
fo2,it muſt needes be, that the Lozde is 
at hande, and will ſhoꝛtly take venge⸗ 
ance. I would all magiſtrates, and Pa⸗ 
trons of benefice 3 would follow che ex* 
ample of good king Ezechias, who in 
the firſt peare, yea, the firſt moneth of 
his reigne, did commaund the people ta 
giue a part to the pꝛieſts and Leuites, 
that they might bee encouraged in the 
lawe ofthe Loꝛde. Liuings are not gi⸗ 
uen, they are (old as common as oyſters 
at Billings gate. This is the cauſe that 
Miniſters are not, no) cannot be ſo li⸗ 
berall, as their pꝛedeceſſoꝛs haue beene: 
yea, this is the cauſe why dolts, ignoꝛãt 
aſſes, idle idot ſhepheards ſhaue the li⸗ 
uings. I cal them idols: J wil pꝛoue it. 
They haue eies & ſee not, cares c heare 
not, hands e miniſter not, tongs e ſpeak 

not: I was aboute to ſaye , they haue 
mouths # cat not, but then J ſhold haue 
flandered them: In this J conkeſſe they 
are not idols. A good ſcholer, c an honeſt 
godly miniſter, wil rather beg, then buy 
your liuinges, O pee robbe Churches,

to dʒincke: fo2 you axe thecauſes, whp 
manpe thoulanves of {cules haue peri⸗ 
ſhed rot you, O pee benefice-mongers,

ite, aud ſoule fo ſoule. Mou make the 
Miniſters your ſeruing men, you make 
them tourney men, they haue the name, 
you haue Þ p2ofit,they haue p ſtraw,but 
you haue the cone , nap you haue ſome 
ttraw allo. J could ſomwhat beare this, 
if hereby, they fo2 whome Chailte dyed, 
were not famiſhed : therefoze in bitter- 
neſſe of ſpirite,in griefe of heart, in ver⸗ 
ation of conſcience , and in tozment of 
my ſoule, J ſpeake it: thateuen now J 
do ſee as it were, Pharaoh king of E⸗ 
gypt riſing vp to condemne you: Who 
when he ſold al the land of Egypt, gaue 
ſtraight comniaundement, that no one 
foote of the Pꝛieſtes landes ſhoulde be 
ſolde. Read the hiſtoꝛy. Dad he ſuch care 
foꝝ Jdolatrous Pꝛieſtes, and haue you 
no moꝛe care fo2 the Miniſters of Je- 
ſus Chʒiſt : Are pou Pꝛoteſtantes, vou 
Fenn Chꝛiſtrans⸗Pou are A- 
thiſtes, 
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thiſtes, Epicures, that ſay in pour harts 
there is no God. But perphaps few are 
here of whom IJ ſpeake: let me vtter a 
fewe wozdes to you Merchaunt men, 
whom J ſee pꝛeſent, and ſo J wil ende. 
Although Mercuri, (who was luppoſey 
to be the God of Merchants) had wings 
on his feet, and had alwayes a cocke by 
his ſide , to ſignifie that Merchauntes 
ould be ſwift in their buſineſſe, chould 
be vigilant as the Cocke, oz riſe at the 
Cocke crowing:yet labour not too gree⸗ 
dily,too carefully fo2 this meate:foꝛ as 
the God had in one hande a Scepter to 
giue kingdomes, wealth, and riches : ſo 
he is pictured to haue in his other hand 
a rod wꝛapt inſnakes , to giue popſon, 
ruine and death: beware, leaſt while pee 
gape foꝛ the ſcepter, ou receiue ſnakes, 
And although pour God is ſayd to haue 
killed Argos, who had a hund2ed eies: 
leaſt Argos ſhould perceiue the vniull 
dealing ot the Merchaunts, vet the loꝛd 
pour od liueth, who ſearcheth the coz⸗ 
ners ſeeth the bottome, heareth the mo⸗ 
tions, and vnderſtandeth the thought?s 
of pour harts. But what ſayth the — :

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phet : + All men ſhoulde pꝛaiſe the 
Lozde, but aboue all other, Per- 


chauntes are bounde to erfourme the 
ſame , For (ſaithhe ) they that goe 
downe to the ſea in ſhippes , and 
occupy their buſineſſe in great wa- 
ters, theſe men ſec the woorkes of 


the Lorde, and his wonders in the 
deepe. And when there hee hath ful- 
iy deſcribed the wonders and wozkes 
of the Lozde that they ſee , he thus 
concludeth with a vehement exhoz⸗ 
tation: O that men woulde there- 
fore praiſe the Lorde for his good- 
neſſe, and declare the wonders that 
he hath done for the ſonnes of men.

longed : the Wiſe men reioyced when 
they ſaw the ſtarre, whereby they knew 
that to Jelus they ſhould be conducted: 
the Wiſe men reioyced when they ſaw 
Chutff in the manger : the ſheephearves 
when they hcarve the newes: Simeon 
when he imbꝛaced him in his lwadling 
clowtes: Thomas, when he kelte his 
wounds: Steuen, when he ſaw the hea⸗ 
uens open. Euen ſo iuſt cauſe haue we

not in the ſpirite, who ſought p2aile of 
men, but none of Cod, left verye fewe 
whetſtones, few [woowdes,thatt is. verye 


few Teſtamentes and Bibles, left few

leaſt the Pzoteſfantes, ſapd they, make

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uaile againſt vs. O let vs retoyce and 
be thankful, Fo2 as Jonathan with one 
ſwoozde ouercame the Philiſt ines: ſo 
Gods Miniſters by one lwoozde, the 
ſwoꝛd ofp ſpirite, the woꝛd of God haue 
pulled downe the power and kingdome 
of Antichzilf, God graunt he neuer riſe 


at the Sunne: as the fat of lambes con⸗ 
lumeth befoze the fire: as the heat dʒy⸗ 
eth vp the cloudes: as the Lion goeth 
into his denne, when man goeth foozth 


to his woꝛke: as the Owle flieth to his 


hole, when the day fare appeareth: as 


Dagon fell downe befoze the Arke of 


the Lowe :as Bell and the Dꝛagon 
were deſtroyed befo2c the face of Da⸗ 
niell: ſo the miſfes of Egypt vaniſhev, 
the lions of Babilon were vanquiſhed, 
the Dwles of Rome departed, the fatte 
creaſe of Antichziſt melted, the Gods 
of that Dunne of perditton were with 
vs in Englande all veſfroyed , they all 
come to nothing, when it pleaſed the 
lope to ſend his fire, his heat, his ſonne, 
his day Starre, his Arke and his Da⸗

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amongſt vs. Let vs then remember how 
crueliy we were handled, and retoyce in 
the £02d that we are ſp mercifully deli⸗ 
lierev;but J wold to God y many were 
nat lozp to the departure of this whoze 
Gut ot Englaud:loke you to pour lelues, 
chickly O pe Merchants, Foz you mape

If we haue 
this trealure, we neede not rob the E⸗ 
gyptians:it᷑ we haue this pearl, we ſhall 
not neede the gold of Ophir: if we haue 
this water, we neede not to mawe was 
ter at Jacobs Well, Naaman neede 
not waſhe him ſelfe ſeuen times in 
Joen: the ſicke neede not to goe to 
the poole Betheſda fo2 helpe: wee 
ncede not Elizeus Salte, oꝛ Poles tree 
to heale the venomous Mater: if wee 
haue this ſwoꝛde, Peter may put vp 
his [wopde into his ſheath: if wee haue 
this fire, wee neede not the fire of Pur- 
gatozp:it wee haue this Lanterne, wee 
neede not the Lanternes of Gedeon, 
ta ouercome the Midianites: to con- 
clude, if we haue this trumpet, we ſhall 
haue no neede of the pꝛieſtes trumpets 
made ot Rams N. to pull *

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the Walles of Jerico. Foz by this 
meate we ſhall voe all thinges, fox it 
doth endure, and will bing vs vnto e⸗ 
uerlaſting life. O then labour foz this 
meat, and J ſpeake vuto you, as ſome⸗ 
time jNaamans-ſcruaunt ſpake vnto 
him, when he refuſed to waſh / him ſelke 
ſeuen times in Jozden. as Elizeus wil- 
led him. Maaman thus 2 ate not 
Abanah, and IDhatapat tiuers of Das 
maſcus better then all the Waters of 
Tſcael2 Way not J waſh mee in them, 
and be healed*bur his man ſayde: if the 
ꝛophet had commaunded thee a great 
thing, wouldeſt thou not haue done it? 
how much rather then, when hee layth 
to thee,waſh and bee cleane? you are 
bidden to come fo2 the Mater of life, 
fo2 the bꝛead ol Heauen. Doe not mas 
ny ſap, there are other meates at Rome, 
other waters at Rome, better then all 
b meat and Water,that is now in En⸗ 
glande: O but J lay vnto vou: if the 
Lowe ſhoulde commaunde vou to doe 
a great thing ought pe not to do it: How 
much moꝛe then, when he ſapth: labour 
ache! meate which endurech vnto e⸗
